M. had 
gaingg on them fo much, -as'to be very near capturing 
the lugger, when all’ of-a fudden (thie*thip being then 
clofe in,with the land) the was ‘brought up by a foken 
rock. Every exertion was ufed by the jofficers and 
crew tdwet her off, “ut the hole in her bottom was fo 
large, and the water flowed in fo falt, as rendered it 
impoilible to keep her free. The only refource then 
left to the crew was to quit the fhip as foon as pof- 
ible, and to futrender themfelves prifoners to the 
French foldiery on the ‘hore, who had flocked down 
in numbers as foon as the accident happened.- We are 
happy to fay that the landing was effected without the 
lofs of aman ; and™that Captain Stirling and all her 
officers are well; The accytent happened between 
Breft and Cape du, Raz, and the hip was left in fuch 
a fituation as to prevent the poflibility of her ever being 
got off by the French. 
Wonderful as it mult appear, when every circum- 
ftance is taken into the account, the fix-oar’d eutter 
belonging to the Jafon arrived here this afternoon, ‘in 
which came the following fix feamen, late of that thip, 
from whom the above account was received, viz. James 
Brown, William Skinner, George Parker, Richard 
Grover, James Oram, and John Hoares. 

It appears, that, when it was impoffible to fave the 
thip, and that no other alternative than that of being 
made prifoners remained, the fix men above-mentioned 


‘requelted Captain Stirling would permit them to take 


the boat, and attempt to reach the Englifh coaft, to 
which he confented, and they left the thip about feven 
o’clock on Saturday evening, taking with them a cheefe, 
a piece of beef, and a bottle of Geneva, with a compafs, 
matt, fail, and oars.

J have infinite fatisfaction to acquaint you, that the 
Breft fleet, with troops for Ireland, has been met with 
and completely defeated by the gallant Sir Joun Bor- 
tase Warren.

€; and perhaps imagined, by holding out to hima 
pS a rts . aa sts to fecure themfelves. 
That the General viewed the fubject from nearly the 
fame point, although in a different manner, is alfo not 
improbable. ‘He had feen the rewards conferred upon 
his ptedeceffons, and, however vifionary the conqueft 
of the Eaft might appear in bis own mind, thought it 
more prudent, by accepting the command of the expedi- 
tion, to retire into a kind of voluntary exile,than bare his 
neck for the ftroke of the guillotine. 

The late victory has, in part, eftablifhed the object of 
the Direftory, a'though with an irreparable blow to 
their naval importance, but has not made their power 
fecure. On the contrary, is there not every reafon to 
believe, from the trahfaétions which have lately taken 
place off Cadiz, that Spain will.again declare war? Is 
France confident that epprefied Switzerland will not 
throw off the yoke? and how many are the induce- 
ments for the Emperor to recommence hoftilities with 
redoubled vigour ?—the events of all which may be, 
that Belgium will again become a circle of the Ger- | 
man Empire; Holland redeliver the reins of Govern- 
ment, with a limited power, to the Houfe of Orange; 
Isaly be loft to France ; and, even without’ itretching 
probably too far, the palfied hands of the Direétors of 
the Great Nation drop the rod of authority. Amidft 
thefe fcenes, peace may extend her branch, and deliver 
it into the hands of Britain, fo be waved by her over 
the reft of Europe.—So much for the political view of 
the piéture—for a moment let us examine it in a reli- 
gious point. 

It is a wonderful, and, to man, an unaccountable 
fa&, that the ways of Providence ave often afferted to 
us by the fcourges of humanity. Henry VIII. de- 
livered us from Popety'wheo the re(t of Europe were 
{wallowing the deceits of thé.Pontiff Leo X. The 
Great Nation, (a band of robbers, as a celebrated phy- 
fiognomift denominates it,) has given the final blow to 
the Papal hierarchy ; and, it is not unlikely, that the 
prefent Emperor of Ruffia is filling a mire, which will, 
ere long, blow up the holy monument at Mecca. Fora 
moment, the fucceffor of Mahomed hes dropt his en- 
mity to the fon of Catharine; and the feraglio at Con- 
ffantinople has feen a Ruflian fquadron pais the Darda-

bat affiting the Turk in repelling invaders. ‘True— 
fuch is the intention of it at prefent ; but, when the ter- 
ror of the Grand Signior has fabfided a little, he may 
have reafon to regret the alliltance he has accepted from 
his natura! foc—while the objeét of the bloody fields of 
the Crimea, under the warlike Catharine, may at length 
be more eafily obtained by she policy of Paul, and the 
eafy compliance of Selim III. to whom may, then, be 
applied the words of the poet—

We have examples enough of the effects of conqueft 
upon the religion of the conquered country, to be ata 
lofs in guefling what might be the fate of the dodtrine of 
the Koran. 

Such, Mr Editor, are the events, we may sonier- 
ture, to which the prefent difpofition of affairs in Lu- 
rope lead. How flattering to Britons the confidera- 
tion of their importance in bringing thefe things to pafs ; 
and, although fome pronounce that our fun has now at- 
tained its zenith, and we may expect its decline, I do 
not hefitate to fay, that that event vis ftill far diftant, 
if the fame bravery with which we have cruthed our ¢€ 
nemies be employed to fpurn from us luxury and 
(loth, and fupporé inviolable the true principles of our 
Conftitation and religion ; and, that the children of the 
thoufandth generation from the prefent, thall behold it 
thining in all its meridian luftre—I am, Sir,
